A short time ago notice wu made ol a 


station on the Allegheny Valley Baflroed, 


hich bad sprung up suddenly at the Bide 


of tbe track, about five miles below Oil 
City. The cause of thia Midden, appear- 
ance of a Uianty in the midst of a ftrtilo 
•firm, and of tbe Ira jus stopping at it, 
arises from the discovery of rich oil fields 
about a mile back from the railroad. There 
in now ouly a email fthanty at the station, 
used as a refreshment saloon. Messrs. Tur- 
bell it Simons hare commenced a lumber 
yard on the place, but an yet b»vo only a 
small quantity oi .lumber on the spot. 
The ground around the ghan.tyj.iii3 been 
laid out in lots for building purpose?, but 
we did not hear of any of (hem having 
been taken. 


The manner in wliioh this excellent oil 


territory came to be opeiaied.sraa aa fol- 
lows : In the spring of 1870 Heearu. Angel 
£ Prentice* the well-known oil dealer?, 
thinking that the oil belt from Petroleum 
Centre to Foster farm, on the Allegheny 
river, in Rookland township, lay in a diiect 
line, they surveyed tbe land lying between 
those placcp, and draw a straight lice from 
the former to the latter place, marking 
their way on the trees. This lute extends 
from Wood's hill through Charley ran, 
Reno and Foster farm. They then bought 
a namber of tracts of land Ijing on this 
line at different places, and now hold 
them. 


Last winter Messrs. Fmloy, Simons, 


McDonald and Hefferman went into

TIME AND PLACE FOB HOLDING ELEC- 


TIONS. 


1. The primary elections of the Repub- 


lican party of Venango Coonty shall be 
held between the first day of May and 
the first of Jnly, in each year, on a day 
designated by the executive committee, 
•t least fonr weeks before tho day of slid, 
election, and at tho place of holding the 
general election in each township, ward 
and district, and at the following voting 
preeinots hereinbefore established, namely: 
Shambnrg, 
Pioneer, 
Reno, McMillen 


Farm and Salem City, provided that the 
honrs for opening and closing the polls in 
each township, ward and election district 
shall be designated^ the members of the 
executive oommi'.te'e, and provided further 
that the polls be not opened earlier than 
8 o'clock n. m., nor closed later than 7 
o'clock p. in. 


ELECTION OFFICERS. 


2. The member of the executive com- 


mittee 'for each township, ward and elec- 
tion district, shall be judge of the election 
in hia district, and shall appoint for in- 
spectors two of the members of the vigi- 
lance committee in his district, each of 
whom shall appoint one person to sot as 
clerk, provided, that for the purpose of 
holding an election in any of the voting 
precincts aforesaid, the member or mem- 
bers of the executive committee for the 
township or election district in which such 
precinct is aituated,shaU appoint one judge* 
and two inspectors to hold the election. 


3 At least Eva ballot boxes must be 


used at each of tho respective polls, if so 
many candidates are to be elected, and if 
not so many, them there must bo ono box 
for each candidate to be elected. 


QUALIFICATION OF VOTERS. 


4. Members of the Republican party who 


are qualified voters, and all persons under 
the age of twenty-one years, who will have 
arrived at the age of twenty-one years on 
or before the next general election, and 
who shall "have previously made public 
declaration of their intention to vote for 
the candidates of the Republican party at 
such general election, shall be deemed and 
treated as a qualified voter. If the right 
of any person to vote is objected to on the 
ground that he is not a member of the Re- 
publican party, it shall bo the duty of the 
inspector to examine in.o the matters 
touching his right to vote and-'the fact 
that he voted for the nominees of the Re- 
publican party at tho previous general 
election or publicly identified hinuelf with 
said party, shall be substantiated in addi- 
tion to his own statement, by the state- 
ment of at least one qualified voter in 
good standing in the Republican party. 


TICKETS TO HE VOTED. 


0. Every person qualified as aforesaid 


in any township, ward or election district, 
shall bo entitled to vote by ballot for one 
person for member of tho executive com- 
mittee, to represent such district, and 
for one person for the candidate of the 
party for each office, for which candidates 
are to be nominated at such primary elec 
tion. 


COUNTING OF THE VOTES 


C. When tho 
polls shall be closed 


the tickets shall be counted in the man- 
ner as is prescribed by law for the enum- 
eration of« tickets voted at the general 
election.

OIL STRUCK IN THK DEEP WELL — 


We are gratified to loarn that the enter- 
prise and energy displayed by Mr. Rosen- 
burg, the projector ot the deep well, have 
been already rewarded with at least hope- 
ful indications of success. Tbe well was 
.projected to test the question of whether 
011 could or could not be found here below 
the 500 feet limit usually assigned to the 
oil deposit. Balow the usual depth no 
marked indications of oil were observed 
until Thursday, tho 20th inst., when at a 
depth of 9S9 feet, in limestone, a splendid 
show of oil was struck. The sand-pump 
came up dripping with oil, and the drill- 
ings perfectly soaked with the same fluid, 
apparently of a quality much superior to 
that found nearer the surface. A strong 
smell of gas accompanied these indica- 
tions. The "show" kept improving until 
Friday morning, when, at 087 feet, the 
limestone ruck gava place to blue slate. 
Drilling was accordingly stopped (slate 
not being an oil producing rock], and pre- 
parations were made to clean out the well 
and put in the pump. By next week, 
therefore, we hope to bo able to speak defi- 
nitely as to the result of the enterprise.—
